A letter was read from the La- 
combe Board to the effect that they 
proposed to collect the fees now al- 
lowed from outside pupils attending 
High School, if the other towns along 
the line did the same thing. Mr. 
Broughton was doubtful if it would be 
wise to collect the fees even now, 
and wished to give the matter fuller 
consideration before taking definite 
action, 

_ As it would not be possible to col- 
lect anything this term anyway, it 
was left over for later consideration. 

Chief Inspector Gorman wrote that 
the collection of the new fees would 
not interfere with the present system’ 
ofe government grants. 4 

Miss Elizabeth Clark, of the Dept. 
of Public Health, Edmonton, wrote 
that Nurse Miss West, who has been 
engaged in inspection work at the 
Red Deer Schools, was’ sick, and 
would not be able to resume her work 
here for a couple of weeks. 

(Miss Clarke also wrote in regard 
to arrangements with the Board fa~ 
the permanent employment of a Pub 
lic Health Nurse at this point. A 
Public Health Nurse’s district includ- 
es approximately 50 schools, and be- 
sides medical inspection work in the 
schools, such a nurse makes home 
visits, conducts periodical dlinics 
for babies and children of pre-school 
age and gives pre-natal advice. The 
charge made by the Department is a 
fee of 50 cents per pupil up to 20 
pupils; a flat $10.00 for from 21 to 
60 pupils, and $20.00 per 100 pupils 
for larger schools, 

It was estimated that such a ser- 
vice would cost the Board about 
$140 per year, and the matter was 
left in abeyance till the . chairman 
of the finance committee is present. 
Members of the Board will be glad 
to have an expression of opinion 
from the ratepayers on the subject.

Governor-General ‘Signifies Intention 
‘of Coming Within’ the Next Three 
Months, |}

Governor-General of Canada, 

‘ Rideau Hall, Ottawa. 
Your Lordship,— ° 

It is with pleasure that the citizéns 
of Red Deer have heard’ that Your 
Excellency contemplates a visit to 
Western Canada in the near future. 

In this connection the above com- 
mittee, having charge of the erection 
of a suitable: memorial for the many 
men from this city and district who 
served in the late war, have com- 
manded me to extend their heartiest 
invitation to Your Excellency to visit 
Red Deer and officiate at the unveil- 
ing of the Memorial at a date that 
may be most convenient to Your 
Lordship, ~ 

You are doubtless aware that Red 
Deer-is situated in the very centre of 
one of the richest mixed farming 
districts. We would respectfully sug- 
gest that, should Your Lordship de- 
sire to form an estimate at first hand 
of the basic industry of Western 
Canada, you cannot select a better 
place than Red Deer at which to 
make a-stop.

FORBES PAYNE VICTIM 


OF UNFORTUNATE 
ACCIDENT 


High School Boys on Way to Pen- 
hold to Play Baseball When Car 
Turns Turtle; Forbes Dies an Hour 
Later, , 


As the result of a most unfortunate 
accident. last Wednesday afternoon, 
Forbes Payne, aged 14 years, eldest 
08 of W. E. Payne, K.C., and Mrs. 
Payne, came to an untimely death 
within an hour of the time when the 
accident occurred. As the. news of 
the occurrence spread rapidly through 
the city and surrounding district it 
brought ‘forth the most heartfelt ex- 
pressions.of sympathy for the bereav- 
ed parents in their hour of grief. 

The accident occurred about two 
miles east of Penhold. A team rep- 
resenting Grades VIII. and IX. of. the 
Red Deer Schools were proceeding 
to Penhold to, play a game of base- 
ball with the boys of the Penhold 
school. Forbes had made quite a 
reputation as an athlete, asd readily 
found'a place on the Red Deer team. 
The unfortunate boy was seated in 
the back of the Dodge, car owned and 
driven by the proprietor of the Com- 
mercial Cafe, and was holding a base- 
ball bat loosely in his hand with one 
end of it resting on the bottom of the 
car. ' 

In passing a wagon with a hay rack 
on it, Charlie, who was driving, had 
to turn out. In an effort to get back 
to the road again the car seems to 
have skidded in some mysterious 
manner and turned turtle completely. 

The end of the bat which Forbes 

was holding was forced into his ab- 
domen with such force that internal 
injuries were inflicted waich resulted 
in his death. Some of the others 
were scratched and pinned under 
the upturned car, but the Bannerman 
car, that was just ahead with the 
rest of the boys, turned back. Mr. 
Steele, of Innisfail, also came along 
in his car, and soon released the im- 
prisoned ones. , 
Mr. Steele took Forbes and some of 
the others into. Penhold. Forbes 
felt faint and feared his end- was. 
near. He got, out of the car, and 
was walkiig into Stewart Bros., when 
he collapsed; adhd had to be ‘carried 
in, Every attention was given to 
him by the people of Penhold, 

The report ofthe accident was 
*poned to Red Deer. Mr. Payne and 
Dr. Parsons, the family physician, 
rushed to the scene, arriving a little 
before the boy passed away, ‘but help- 
less to do anything to save him. - 

The authorities decided that the 


“occurrence was purely accidental, and 


that no blame could be attached to 
anyone. No inquest wae held. 

The driver of the car says that only 
God knows how the.accident happen- 
ed, and that he would rather a hun- 
dred times that he had been killed 
himself than that Forbes should have 
died. He had consented to make the 
trip only after repeated requests and 
because he wanted to do anything he 
could to encourage the boys’ in 
their sports. 

Charlie says he is thankful to God 
and to the public who have forgiven 
hini for causing the death of the boy, 
giving him credit for only the best 
intention. He will consider dt to be 
his duty and his privilege to do alt 
he can for the public welfare in the 
future. ~ 

Forbes Payne was a promising 
boy, the pride and hope of his par- 
ents. He was a clean, clear cut 
type, getting along welt in his 
studies, popular with his class mat- 
es, and would doubtless have given a 
good account of himself in the battle 


of tife. . 


The funeral was private, and was. 


held on Friday afternoon, conducted 
by Rev. Dr. Crummy, pastor of the 
Methodist church. A large number 
of friends and sympathizers followed 
the remains to the Red Deer Ceme- 
tery, where they were interred. The 
pall bearers were all special friends 
of the deceased: MacGregor Parsons, 
Ted Gaetz, Arthur Davidson, Wilfred 
Richards, Tom Day, and Alan Cars- 
callen, Calgary. 

A wealth of floral tributes bore tes- 
timony to the widespread’ sympathy 
and respect for the family in their 
sore bereavement. There were 65 
fioral pieces in all, largely from _ in- 
dividuals, but among the organiza- 
tions represented were the pupils cf 
the Red Deer High School; the Tuxis 
Boys; the teaching staff of the Red 
Deer Schools; the Methodist. Church 
Sunday School; Red Deer Lodge, No. 
12, A. F. & A.M.; Red Deer Bar 
Association; Penhold schoo! children; 
Red Deer Horticultural Society; Red 
Deer Baseball Club; Alberta Boy 
Scouts Association; Boys of Grade 
VIH.;° the 1.0.D.E.; the C.G.LT. 

After the remains had ‘been _in- 
terred in the Cemetery, some of the 
flowers were used to decorate the 
graves of the soldiers who are rest- 
ing there; this was done at the re- 
quest of the family, for Forbes al- 
ways had the deepest admiration 
and respect for the brave men who 
upheld the honor of Canada _ over- 
seas.

INCOME TAX LEVY 
DRAWS A PENALTY 
UNLESS PAID NOW 


Returns Must Be Made Before May 
First—Instalment Plan Provided. 


Irrespective of any excuse what- 
soever, those who ought to make 
Dominion income tax returns must 
do so on or before April 30th, so as 
to avoid the penalty imposed on de- 
linquents. This is the announcement 
made by C. S. Kilgour in charge of 
the tax collections in the Mortlake 
block, Edmonton. 

The penalty imposed on all re- 
turns made after May lst will be 5 
per cent., and from this law there is 
no departure. Not even sickness will 
be taken as a legitimate excuse. 

It is intimated by the income tax 
collector, however, that since’ the 
last day for the receiving of taxes isa 
Sunday, marked cheques received in 
the mails on May ist will be accepted 
and no penalty charged, But unmark- 
ed cheques are liable to be turned 
down and the penalty imposed. Sat- 
urday afternoon the office will re- 
main open until 6 p.m. Arrangements 
are also made whereby a quarter of 
the tax may be paid now and the bal- 
ance paid in quarterly instalments at 
the end of June, August and October, 
6.per cent. interest being payable 
under such a plan.’ 

The eame scheme is being follow- 
ed this year as in 1921, that is, the 
people are being allowed to make up 
their own returns. So far this year 
the returns are coming in well, says 
Mr. Kilgour, who anticipates that 
within the next few days there will 
be a big rush to his offices by those 
seeking to avoid the penalty.

TIMELY SUGGESTIONS 
FOR THE AMATEUR 
GARDENER 


By A. Paton, Head Gardener at the 
Hospital for Returned Soldiers. 


Spring time is with us once again, 
and if we expect to raise good crops 
from our gardens we must think and 
act without delay. The soil in and 
around Red Deer is ideal for garden- 
ing purposes, anddt might not be 
an exaggeration to say it is second to 
none tin Alberta. Horticulture has its 
attending miseries in the form of 


pests, ranging in size from that of 
the neighbour’s cow down to _ the 
diminutive but destructive red spider. 
While milk is a necessary and whole- 
some form of diet, the presence of -a 
neighbour’s cow inthe garden creates 
@® ‘most unwelcome atmosphere. 
Should you desire to retain the re- 
spect of your fellow man, ffirst of all 
respect him by “keeping your cow 
where she belongs, likewise dogs, 
cats and hens. Each one in its place 
is a virtue, but out of place a menace. 
A great deal of damage was done in 
Red Deer. last séason through the 
ravages of the pocket-gopher. The 
damage done by those pests, each 
season is no small item, although 
many people do not. know from 
whence the trouble comes. On going 
through the garden ove will some- 
times feel their feet sink down, as if 
the earth were tunnelled underneath, 
and here and there fresh mounds of 
earth appear ‘on the surface of the 
ground, indicating the presence of 
the unseen pest. Lots of people will 
tell you the moles are working, but 
I have yet to see my first mole in 
Red Deer. In summer you will often 
notice carrots, beets, parsnips, etc., 
collapse, and the .tops wilt and 
shrivel up, without previous warning 
that something was wrong. On pull- 
ing one up it will come out of the 
ground without resistance, and pos- 
sibly part of it has been eaten away. 
You can rest~assured the unseen 
enemy in the form of the - pocket 
gopher is helping himself to the 
fruits of your labor, and those he 
doesn’t taste have their supply of 


plantfood cut off by his subterranean’ 


passage. Try and exterminate them 
before the damage is done—an ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure. ~ Remove the hill, and feel 
around till you get. the run, and pre- 
pare a place in the bottom of it for 
an ordinary gopher trap-by scooping 
away the soil about the width of the 
trap when set, and deep enough to 
have the surface of the trap on a 
level with the bottom of the hole. 
Make sure the jaws of the trap have 
perfect freedom to work without 
striking on the sides of the hole 
when sprung. It is not necessary to 
put earth over the trap to conceal it, 
as this sometimes runs under the 
tongue ard prevents springing. The 
chief thing now is to place a board 
or box over the hole to exclude. the 
light entirely, using earth to cover up 
every crevice around the edges of 
the covering, which, by the way, ought 
to be wide enough to prevent loose 
soil running in on the trap: each 
time you make an inspection. -If the 
work is carefully done, and the place 
in darkness, which he naturally has 
a liking for, he will come along and 
put his foot in it. If too much light is 
seen, suspicion is aroused, and the 
trap will be found full of dirt instead 
of gopher. 

One form of pest that is to be 
found the whole year round is_ the 
red spider. This little insect is 
about the-size and colour of a tiny 
grain of cayenne pepper, and so diffi- 
cult to see that many people cannot 
discern it with the naked eye, and as 
many more are entirely ignorant of 
its existence. The red spider loves 
a dry atmosphere, and will attack a 
great variety -of plants, from a4 
fuchsia to a spruce tree, when condi- 
tions are favourable. Prevention in 
this case consists in the frequent ap- 
plication of water, and water only, in 
the form of a spray, applied to the 
underside as well as the upper side 
of the leaves. Fuchsias are very 
susceptible to this pest and the first 
symptoms of its presence are indicat- 
ed through the lower leaves getting 
yellowish in color and commencing to 
drop off, and will continue till the 
plant .is almost or totally stripped of 
its foliage, if not attended to in due 
time. Long straggling pot plants 
are frequently seen at this time of 
year. This is generally caused 
through too much heat and _ not 
enough light. If such is the case 
with your plants, better cut them 
down to within a few inches from the 
pot. Now is a good time to do your 
repotting, and be eure to use flower 
pots instead of old tins cans, which 
only mar the beauty of a good plunt. 
A tin can is most difficult ‘to extract 
the plant from when you do not wish 
to break up the ball of earth, but 
simply place in a larger sized pot, 
with additional fresh soil. . Tree 
planting time is with us, and those 
who contemplate planting a few 
trees had better attend to it now, and 
not wait till the trees are in full 
leaf, and then eagerly enquire, “When 
is the proper time to plant trees?” 
Use young, healthy, isolated trees for 
this purpose, and dig with a ball of 
earth adhering to the roots, and never 
allow the roots tobe exposed and dry 
in the sun. Dig the hole wider than 


necessary to contain the ball of earth 


:} and plant. 
‘| and damaged roots‘ with:a*sharp knife,

Increased production of coal. dur- 
ing the month of February is shown 
by returns made. The production 
for February of this year was 150,108 
tons more than in February of 1921. 

The total production of all coals 
was 615,594 tons, compared’ with 
465,486 tons for February, 1921. 


Many inquiries are being neceived 
by the publicity commissioner from 
intending settlers in Alberta, chiefly 
from the middle western States.

LIQUOR CONSUMPTION. IN 
: BRITISH ISLES 


Mr. George B. Wilson, Secretary of 
the United Kingdom Alliance, has 


once more published an estimate of 


liquor consumption in the British 
Isles. In 1921, he says, there was a 
total of £402,700,000 spent on all 
kinds of liquor, as--compared with 
£470,000,000 in 1920, and £166,000,- 
000 in the year before the war. The 
per capita expenditure in 1921 was 
£8 10s. for every man, woman and 
child, while for each adult of 21 years 
or upward it was £14 4s. The per 
capita expenditure was £8 17s. 0d. in 
England; £7 10s. 6d. in Scotland; 
and £6 Is. 0d. in Ireland. The 
total consumption of absolute alco- 
hol in 1921 was approximately 61,- 
000,000 gallons, as against about 69,- 
000,000 in 1920; 387,000,000 gallons in 
1918 and 92,000,000 gallons -in 1913. 
Of the quantity consumed last year, 
a little over 79 per cent. was con- 
sumed as beer.. The Government 
collected from the consumers of liq- 
uor £190,700,000 in round numbers 
in taxes.

DIFFIGULTY IN | 
FILLING PLACES 
FOR FARM WORK 


Director of the Labor Bureau Says 
Labor Must Come From Outside. 


In spite of the fact that spring 
work on the farms of Alberta has 
just got under way, and the demand 
for farm labor has not yet reached 
the peak, the Alberta. government 
employment service is already hav- 
Ing difficulty in {filling the orders re- 
ceived. J. W. Mitchell, director of 
the service, in an interview on Wed- 
nesday morning, stated emphatically 
that farm labor will have to be se- 
cured from other provinces, where it 
is available, within the next few 
days, if the unemployed of the prov- 
ince do not show a greater inclina- 
tion to take the farm jobs. 

ABLE TO WORK 

At the end of last week no less 
than 1,383 men were registered at the 
Calgary office as unemployed, and 
in the province 2,663 men were re- 
gistered as out of work. Some of 
these men have never worked on 
farmé, while on the other hand a 
great many of them could do the 
work if they were so inclined, it is 
stated. 

FARM HANDS UNPLACED 


At the five offices in the province 
last Saturday evening, 104 men regis- 
tered as farm hands were still un- 
placed, and this in face of the fact 
that 178 orders for farm hands. re- 
mained unfilled. Durjng the week 
447 men were placed on the farms of 
the province, 

MANY JOBS UNFILLED 

“The above figures,” said Mr, Mit- 
chell, “will show that within the 


province the employment service is- 


receiving more orders for men on 
farms than there are men registered 
in that line of work. Even if the 
104 unemployed farm hands had ac- 
cepted positions last week, there 
would still have been 74 jobs un- 
filled.
